a Fortress has taken off, C p l. Shays guides it in a “ traffic 
pattern” as other Fortresses rise to join the formation. 
When the formation is complete and all planes have 
left the runway, flying control gives final directions to 
the pilots for meeting other groups of Fortresses before 
proceeding to their target in Nazi-held Europe. When 
the planes return from their mission the procedure is 
reversed. 
Sometimes there are wounded men aboard 


the returning planes and it is Cpl. -Shaw’s responsibility 
to see that these planes are brought down first. The 
corporal is the son of Mr. and Mrs. It.
